Deriabin, an official in the 
Soviet, security apparatus un- 
til his 'defection in 1955, testi- 
fied tha^ the Russians en- 
gaged Irf^Udnapingy^v 
(l^nd-nelT^- to 'hold \^bonu^ 
nates - in» line •and'vtio'^puniahL!

He said the Soviet agency:, 
charged with these worldwideii 
activities Is known officially ] 
as “the 13th department of{ 
state security.” Then under f 
questioning by subcommittee 
counsel J. C. Sourwine, he ex- 
plained how Soviet agents 
tagged their outfit with its 
bizarre name. 

Deriabin said Russian se- 
curity officers never use the 
name or number of the departi 
ment. They just use the nam^ 
“Mokryye Dela,” which meanJ 
“the department of wet af' 
fairs.” • • -
